REDISTRICTING BILL IS

Pusses Finally in Both Houses— Bill Puts Sena­ 
tors Doyle and Woods in the Same District— 
Border Counties All in One District—Elections 
Will Be Held in 1924.

Austin. Texas, Aug- 17. 
The dead came to life Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon, during the final hours of the special session of the Legis­ 
ts un*. and the bill providing for senatorial redistricting was fin­ 
ally passed in the House and Senate. Friends of the bill had all 
blit despaired of any hope for redistricting, following the long 
I armamentary and legislative battle that has been waged for 
the hill. The free conference committee between the House and 
tile Senate finally got together at noon Tuesday, and immediate- 
1 at the start of the session the report was made, and despite a 
\ gorous fight on it, led by Representative Seagler of Palestine, 
the conference committee report was adopted. The Senate soon 
'hereafter adopted it. 
PROVIDES ELECTIONS WILL BE HELD IN 1924 
The bill includes the muchly rated \yo°d amendment. 
Un­ 
der the terms of this amendment there will be no elections under 
the senatorial redistricting bill until in 1924. 
Every effort was 
made it was stated by Representative Hill, who made the floor 
light on behalf of the bill, to get the Senate to recede from its po­ 
rtion with regard to this, but without avail. 
Senatorial redis- 
ttiding, culminating a battle of decade on the part of West Tex- 
and her spokesman, was not achieved yesterday without a 
struggle. 
Although some question has arisen in the matter, it is believ­ 
ed that Governor Pat M. Neff will sign the bill. The fact that it 
ontains th*1 Wood amendment, designed to “put off” elections 
under the bill for two years, has caused some people to think that 
the Governor may veto the bill. 
Although this is regarded by 
West Texans here as being undesirable the bill also contains a 
> -ovision whereby it is stipulated that if any portion of the bill 
not found constitutional, this find shall not affect the remain­ 
der of tho. net. Under the terms of the bill. West Texas gains two 
more senators.

Values Are Made Basis

cities shall fix public utility rates upon the basis of the physical 
value of the properties of said utilities rather than upon their 
stocks, bonds and indebtedness.

ON TEXAS EDIICA 
TIONAL INSTITUTIONS 


(Special to the Eagle) 
Austin, Texas, August 16.—In view 
of 
the 
many 
heated 
discussions, 
counter 
statements 
and 
misunder­ 
standings during the recent special 
session of the Texas Legislature the 
State of Texas is brought face to face 
with the undisputed fact that our 
present educational system govern­ 
ing the 
management, 
support 
and 
maintenance of our higher institu­ 
tions of learning in this state is in­ 
adequate, inefficient and subject to 
ultimate breakdown. I hose interested 
in the perpetuity of our institutions 
might as well face the crisis now at 
hand. The people of Texas must know 
that the education of the youth of the 
common wealth is not merely the 
question of the passing years, that it 
is not founded upon political passions 
pf the hour or the year, but that it is 
the question of the ages. 
When the 
older civilizations of 
Rome, Greece, Nineveh. Alexandria, 
and Babylon forgot the great issue 
of universal and patriotic education 
they all perished. In ancient days ft 
was said that the laws of the Medes 
and Persians were unchanged and un­ 
changeable, and would live forever. 
History repeats itself through all the 
ages and the record comes to the peo­ 
ple of Texas now and challenges 
men and women of this state to for­ 
get any personal or political ambi­ 
tions and unite for the future great­ 
ness and glory of a trained and edu­ 
cated citizenship. If the University of 
Texas, the Agricultural and Mechan­ 
ical College of Texas, the College of 
Industrial Arts, the state normals and 
other educational institutions of the 
state are to be of the first class, then 
a stable and orderlv system must be 
evolved for their support and main­ 
tenance, not merely for the hour but 
for all future time. 
The educational institutions can be 
saved from the maelstrom of political 
contest by the adeption of a constitu­ 
tional amendment setting aside a mill 
tax, or the passage of a law placing 
the attendance in our University and 
Colleges* of the first class on a per 
capita basis with a building program 
to meet the issues confronting a great 
state and the onward march of civili­ 
zation. God never put a nobler earth­ 
ly sentiment in the hearts of patriotic 
men and women than to look well to 
the education of the youth of the 
commonwealth. 
Will the men and the women of 
Texas who believe in her institutions 
sit supinely down and witness an­ 
other spectacle of seeing the very life 
of her schools and colleges in the bal­ 
ances? They ought not to hesitate for 
•I month or a day—not even one hour. 
Tho forefathers came in the wilder­ 
ness and organized a civilization here 
and placed in the constitution and 
the law provisions that the children 
should be educated and now this gen­ 
eration must meet the issue or break 
faith with the heroic men and women 
prho sleep beneath her sacred dust. 
If institutions in Texas are to be 
o fthe first class so that the young 
manhood* and womanhood of Texas 
can after spending years in search of 
knowledge, face the world and end its 
duties knowing that they are armed 
with knowledge of the first class then 
we will have succeeded in saving civ­ 
ilization. Let the friends of the I ni- 
versity of Texas, the A. & M. College, 
C. I. A., and all her groat schools and 
colleges awake. The time has come 
when a system of permanency, a sta­ 
ble and enduring support must be giv- 
on to the men and women who are 
devoting their lives to the cause of 
education. There must not be any 
vaccilation or uncertain policy in the 
future.
